A Small aud Quiet Meeting iu Re- 
spouse to the Invitation of 
the Opposition. 

The Leadership Mooted — Hon. Mr- 
Boaven's Appeal for the Election 
of a General. 

About seventy-five reaidonts of Viotoria 
West gathered in Somplo'a hall, Craig- 
llowor road, last ovonine, in response to tho 
widoly advortiBod invitation to meet tho op- 
position candidates. Tho meeting proved 
the quietest and least interesting yot hold in 
this city during the present oampaign, 

Mr. Duncan Robs took tho chair on motion 
unanimously agreed to, and said that ho felt 
it an honor to bo callod to preside over a 
meeting in opposition to tho present govern- 
ment. Ho denounced aa a "glaring false- 
hood" tho cartoon at Campbell's corner 
representing Dr. Milna in company with a 
Chinaman in his buggy, but on tho other 
hand said that that morning ho hid Been a 
Chinaman Bweoping tho stops of Hon. Mr. 
Davio's house. 

Mr. Arthur Dutton being called upon to 
speak again denounced Mr. R, P. Rithot for 
having employed distressed men last winter 
at the i rato fixed by the relief committee, 
aud compared Mr. Rithot to " Jay Gould t a 
monopolist of tho worat kind." Tho rest of 
his spoooh was mainly devoted to tho Oanuda 
VVostorn proposition and the Chineao ques- 
tion. 

Mr. VY. 0. Camoron complained of in- 
equalities in tho representation, and in tho 
taxation under tho present oyatem. He 
blamed the government for aa he said mak- 
ing too many promises on tho Mainland and 
too few on the Island. He dealt with the 
collodion of small debts and the meohauics' 
lien law in tho same terms us at previous 
meetings. Ho sp&ko against encouraging 
ordinary immigrants and ordinary farmers 
without money coming to this country, 
though ho thought no effort should bo 
soared to bring rich peoplo and tourists hero. 

An Elector, when Mr. Cameron had con- 
cluded, oskod him, "If tho opposition can- 
didates aro returned for this city will you 
be a supporter of Hon. Mr. Heaven aa your 
leader?" 

Mr. Cameron replied that as he under- 
stood it, now that all th) parties aro out of 
tho house there in no louder. It would bo 
for tho whole party to say who would be 
leader, and furthor he could not now say. 

Dr. Milno devoted a largo part of his 
spoeoh to the Naknsp X Slooan railway, 
dwelling upon tho allegation that for want 
of tho official proclamation required by tho 
act tha whole transaction had been illegal. 
Ho feared that tho railroad would yet fall 
back upon the handB of tho government, for 
he had heard that President Van Home of 
tho C.P.R. whon out hero a fow weeks ago 
refused to tako it over. Ho claimed that ho 
and Mr. Heaven had been tho only true 
frioudo of tho Canada Western railway, but 
ho was afraid that tho whole sohemo would 
now fall through. He dealt at length with 
financial affairs, taking as his text the ro- 
porta of the public accounts committee of 
iast session. He disputed tho statement of 
tho Finance Minister that tho credit of tho 
province ia high, and quoting tho net pro- 
ceeds of tho recont $600,000 loan, said that 
tho faot that tho provincial loan sold at a 
discount of about $72,000, while tho recont 
loan of Victoria city commanded a premium 
of S.'lOO, allowed the credit of the city to be 
auporior. Ho criticised Mr. Rithot for men- 
tioning that Mr. Heaven's investmonta aro 
outside the province, whilo ho (iJr. Rithot) 
had spent half ot laat year in San Francisco, 
and is a largo importor of sugar from tho 
Orient. 

" What about tho cartoon at tho corner ?" 
somebody asked aniidBt general laughter. 

Dr. Milno replied that for years he haB 
employed a girl iu his houde, paying her $25 
a mouth. Iu conclusion ho recounted tho 
efl'ortB ho had made on behalf of tho eight- 
hour movement and of tho cause of labor 
generally. 

Hon. Robert Heaven thought tho gontle- 
men who had preceded him had handled 
thoir subjecta :u a way to show tho utter 
worthlesaness of tho government. Ho felt 
on this ai on proviouo occasions tho inade- 
quacy of tho English language to describe 
the actions of Lho government of Mr. Davio 
(laughter), and expressed the conviction that 
if returned to power tho Premier would act 
just as ho hod dono in tho paBt. 

A Voico— That's right! (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaveu proceeded with consid- 
erable warmth to denouueo iho Premier as 
an autocrat. 

A Voico— Hit him ! (Laughter and ap- 
plause ) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven declarod that ho did not 
wish to hit anyone. Ho said tho 
Provinco haB gono back to a form 
of government' worso than that cxistiig 
when ho o.tme hero in tho Crown colony 
days. (Laughter.) "If you want an 
oligarchy or any form of Rusaian govern- 
ment, why got it ! " he continued amidst 
furthor laughter. Ho repeated that tho 
converaiou ot tho loans is going to cost tho 
province more than will the now parliament 
buildings. "Thrown away! Ab : olutely 
nothing for it and there's tho man who is 
lauded us a brilliant iinanoo minister 1 " was 
his summing up, a ftosh burst nf laughtor 
greeting tho dooluratiou. Ho felt sure that 
tho government will have, in order to moot 
thojc bonds, to incroaso tho taxes all round 
and to put fresh taxes upon tho 
city. Ho endoraed Dr. Milno'a representa- 
tions as to tho ijGOO.OOO loan which ho pro- 
nounced " not an exaggeration at all." Ho 
supposed that oomo would Bay that tho tox- 
ation does not como vtry heavily upon them, 
but ho predicted an era of depression in con- 
Btquouoo of it. Ho wished to remove the 
improsbion that if tho opposition got into 
Dowcrtlu y would atop work on tho parlia- 
ment building?, though ho admitted that 
thero is — as ho thought thore Bhould bo — 
a clause in tho contract which enables tho 
government to stop tho work. Ho thought 
that this Bhould bo used to tako tho work 
out of tho hands of tho prosent contractor 
it necessary, in order to prevent tho em- 
ployment of outside labor. Ho thought it 
contrary to all Bcnso of human nature to 
suppoao that if tho opposition aro returned 
to power their supporters from tho Mainland 
will bo ranged ogainat tho Island, and de- 
nounced the government for having, as ho 
alleged, paid "toutera " out of tho publia 
money to go round tho city talking such 
sectionalism. Ho asked his audienco to 
oast a solid vote, nnd to recognize in mark- 



ing their ballots that thero must bo generals 
and there rnuat bo soldiers in tho party en- 
trusted with power. 

A vote of thanks to the ohairman closed 
tho proceedings. 

CAPITAL NOTES. 

Difficulties us to tho Cable— The Saving of 
Drill JIonoy-French Treaty. 

(From our own Corroaoondont.) 
Ottawa, July 2, —Tho greator portion of 
to-doy'a session was taken up with tho dis- 
cussion of Mr- Edgar's motion for a censure 
on Sir Adolphe Caron and Sir Heotor Lin- 
govin for their connootion with tho election 
funds of 1801. Mr. Edgar produced no now 
evidence, Tho motion was rejected 102 
to 05. 

The Colonial Conference was engaged all 
day discussing tho Pacific cablo question. 
It is said that with all tho facta boloro them 
tho difficulties in way of concerted uotion 
for tho construction of tho lino are very 
great. 

Tho Senate met this ovoning after the 
holidays. 

Two hundred and ajventy fivo thousand 
dollars will bo saved by the caucollation of 
tho drill of rural infantry corps. This 
amount goes to tho purchaae of Martini- 
Metford rifles. 

Further papers connected with tho French 
treaty woro presented to tho houeo to duy, 
iucluding a Btrong letter from Sir Charles 
Tupper, in which ho points out the advan- 
tages likely to aceruo to Canada if tho 
fcroaty bo ratified. 

VICTORIA'S GOOD LACHOSSE. 



Secures Two Well-Deserved Wing at 
Vancouver's Dominion Day 
Celebration. 

Senior Honors Will Now Depend on 
the Next Match -Results in 
the East. 

It is now piper's news that the Viotoria 
laoroaao team worthily sustained their repu- 
tation in tho game which formed the great 
attraction of tho Dominion Day celobratiou 
at Vancouver on Monday, for tho Colon- 
ist's holiday bulletins wore displayed im- 
mediately after tho match, announcing tho 
gratifying result,. Tho ovont drew a crowd 
of spectators, possibly tho largest over as- 
sembled on the Brockton point grounds, and 
the general verdict is that it was a credit to 
all the participants. Tbo gamo was thor- 
oughly well contested, aB tho Bcoro shows, 
and though tho Victoria boys uppeared to 
decidedly hotter advantage than thoir for- 
midable opponents, tho latter stuck to 
thoir work so pluokily that tho out 
como was not at all too sure 
in tho minds of tho many Victorians 
who were tho proud witnesses of the toam's 
deserved victory. This senior match was 
played after the junior event iu which the 
Stars from this city had aet so excellent an 
example. Tho officials, wheao duties were 
lightened by tho exemplary manner in 
which tho play was conducted, wero J. M. 
R>well, of Vnrcouvor, and Major W.J. 
Quinlan, of Victoria, aa umpires, and J.

CHEE11ED TO THE ECHO. 

Government Candidates Meet With 
an Euthuisastic Reception at 
Victoria West. 



Speeches by Messrs. Turner, Rithet, 
Helnickeu and Braden Meet 
General Approval. 



There was a good attendance of tho oleot- 
ors of Victoria West in Fairall's hall, Vic- 
toria West, laBt night to hear tho govern- 
ment Ok jdidateB epeok, anu all through tho 
ovening tho greatest enthusiasm provailed, 
tho spoakera being warmly received and 
groeted with rouaing cheers. 

Mr. R. J. Russell having been voted to 
ohair, opened the procoedioga by hoping that 
Meesrs. Turner, Rithot, Helmcken and 
IJraden, who were there to addreaa tho 
oleotora of Victoria Weat, would on July 7 
ho sucocBaful at the polls. (Applau80.) 

Mr. Braden, who had to leavo before tho 
meeting was over to fulfil an engigement 
mado previous to tho arrangement tor tho 
mooting, waa asked to spoak first. 

Mr. Braden stated at the outset that he 
supported tho government because it 
was a progressive one. Ho had 
been engaged both as workman 
an employer for many yeara in Victoria and 
from hia experienco the present government 
was worthy of support, because it had ad- 
vanced the progreas of tho country. Al- 
though the opposition had accuaed them of 
malfoasanoo in office not ono &inglo iuatanco 
had over yot been shewn that could bring 
discredit upon the present government. 
(Applause.) It took buaineaa men to run a 
government and Bcitiah Columbia's position 
to-day — second in the money marketa of tho 
wosld— waa a striking proof of tho good 
management of the government. Compare 
that with tho timo that Hon. Mr. Hoavon 
was in o^ee when the government .had 
practically >, u credit — why oven the men in 
the drydock could not got their pay and tho 
government that succeeded had to pay tho 
wages. Thon whon Mr. Beaven waa in the 
city counoil he tried to moko it u one-man 
council, and that waB tho reason he had 
b;en defeated. Ho pointed out how some 
yoara ago whon Mr. Rithot had gone into 
the city council, they found, as it was then 
stated, that tha sheriff had charge of tho 
aafo, but thoy took hold and by cood man- 
agement managed to bring things to a moro 
siti-factory haBis. (Applaueo.) Mr. Rithet, 
they wero well aware, was a thorough busi- 
ness man. (Applause.) Ho had spent moro 
money in public works thon perhapB any 
man in the provinco. • Ho had spent per- 
haps half a million at tho outer wharf, and 
not a single Cainaman did a top there 
either. (Applause.) Thoy might woll trust 
Mr. Rithet to roproBent them in the next 
housa. Hon. Mr. Turner they all knew 
also for his business qualitiea (ap- 
plause), and there waa Mr. Helmcken, 
who had lived among them all his 
lifo j he too waa a good business man as 
they know. (Applauso.) He thought tho 
electors would be safe in sending to 
parliament four men who would support tho 
present government, ar i ho would advise 
them not to split their rotes. (Hear, hear.) 
They ought to put in four government 
candidates. Ho just wantod to refer 
to ono thing Mr. Beaven stated at tho last 
meeting. Mr. Beaven had said that nobody 
could atop tho work on the parliament, build- 
inga. That waa not the caEe, tho contract 
allowed the work to be stopped at any time, 
and tho opposition, if thoy got in, could 
atop tho work if thoy chose. Iu conclusion, 
Mr. Braden again exhorted the electors to 
poll overy vote, and sat down amid a perfect 
storm of cheors and applause. 

Hon. Mr. Turner got a regular ovation 
as he camo to tho front. Ho expressed his 
pleasuro at meeting tho electors of Viotoria 
West and compared its present condition 
with thirty yeara ago when ho first camo to 
Victoria. He had stayed with Viotoria in 
evil roport and good, und had a'v.">ys tried 
in his small way as mayor, councillor and 
in the legislature to advance tho intereats of 
Viotoria. (Great applause.) He regretted 
that ho had not been at tho Spring Ridge 
meoting last week, bu^ he waa then on the 
Mainland because he felt sure that if he 
talked in a friendly sort of way with tho 
farmers up thero ho could show that tho fig- 
ures put before them by tho opposition were 
radically wrong. (Hear,her.r ) Ho referred to 
hia recent trip to tho Delta, Surrey, Lang- 
ley and ChilUwaok, aud ho muat say that 
tho meetings through that district were 
vory encouraging and showed a very satis- 
factory outlook for iho government He 
waa suro that nt tho six or eight meetings 
ho hold, thero wero more than 
half of tho doctors in fuvor of the 
govornmeut. He had been followed 
all round by a fighting clergyman. Rev. 
Mr. Maxwell, and he must say ho was an 
astonishing man for a parson, by tho pecu- 
liar mothods ho used. Mr. Maxwell still 
persisted in inainuating that members of tho 
government had been lying around drunk 
in Vancouver, and he (Mr. Turner) had told 
him on this trip that that story had had the 
effect desired, for it cost tho country just 
§17,000 in London. (ipplau'O ) Then Mr. 
Forstor waa tryiug to atir up a bitter feel- 
ing rgaiuat Victoria and Mr. Maxwell 
backed him up. They inccasantly 
pretended that tho farmers wero 
being eaten up by Viotoria and 
that Victoria got all the money. They wero 
always stirring up that bitter sectional feol- 
iog which was tho very feoliDg that tho 
government desired to avoid. Ho (Mr, 
Turner) had, howevor, put before tho farm- 
era aomo figures showing that giving those 
ridings thoir share of tho Dominion subsidy 
tho government actually spont there from 
§2,000 to §3.000 a year moro than it took 
from them. (Applauso ) That was not 
wrong, of course, but if thoy got moro 
than thoy turned in, how could it bo that 
tho farmorB paid for the parliament build- 
ings. (Great applauBO.) However, that 
was tho cry the opposition wero trying to 
get in upon. This wah tho first government 
that had over attempted to havo a busi- 
nesslike report in regurd to sgriculturo (ap- 
plause), and they wero publishing tho infor- 
mation got diroot from tho farmers aa to tho 
capabilities of tho country, whioh was the 
best kind of information to send abroad to 
lot pooplo seo just what the oouutry was 
liko for Bottlers. Then Mr. Forator had 
charged tho government with mcking 
all tho surveys of land in the Nochaao 
country for tho purpose of getting in a rail- 
way |to Victoria, That was not a faot.

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AN AMICABLE ARRANGEMENT

The "TMrty Days' Notice" 
Endorsed 

Division of Labor for tbe Beneiit of 
Nortblield— BusiuessLike 
Arguments* 



NANAIMO, July 3.— (Special)— Tho result 
of yesterday's proceedings at the mass 
meotiug of the uuderground employes of 
the New Vancouver Coal Company was 
satisfactory alike to tho men and to the 
managomont, and consequently to tho com- 
munity at largo, 

By an overwhelming majority tho mon 
decided to abide by the agreemont oxiating 
botweou tho union and tho company, and to 
give tho !10 days notico asked for by Super- 
intendent Robina. In addition tho men of 
No. 1 unanimously agree to shuro their 
work with the Norttafield minors. Tho pro- 
ceedings throughout were carriod on in au 
orderly, busiuoes-liko manner, characteristic 
of the meeting's of the employes of tho N.V. 
C.Co. Tho various questions wero fully 
and freely discussed, but it was tho appar- 
ent wish of every speaker to do or say noth- 
ing that was unfair, or that would iu any 
way tend tu lessen the existing harmony be- 
tween employer and employed. 

T. Dawson proaided, and when ho called 
tho meeting to order at 10 o'clock fully six 
hundred miners must have been gathered 
together on tho green. Tho chairman 
briefly requested the mon to confine them- 
selves strictly to a discussion of tho matter 
in hand, -which waB whether or not thoy 
Bhould give tho thirty days' notice of their 
demand for a return to the old district 
prices. He pointed out that the agroomont 
between the union and tho company called 
for this notice. He, personally, did not al- 
together favor tho clause making tho thirty 
days' notice compulsory ; but as it existed 
and had not been rescinded, he did not soe 
that us honorable mon they uould do other- 
wise than abide by it. 

A motion that the required notico be 
given was made and seconded immediately. 
Before a vote was taken consider- 
able disousaion onsued. Tho greater num- 
ber of the speakers advocated com- 
pliance with tho agreement on the 
grounds that any breach of it on thoir 
part meant the dissolution of tho union. 
Some of thoNorthfield men urged that as 
Mr. Robins had himself on one 'occasion 
acted contrary to tho agreement they wore 
not bound to abide by it. Their argu- 
ments, however, were shown to be incorreot, 
as on tho occasion instanced tho men them- 
selves had voluntarily agreed to the superin- 
tendent actirg as he had done.

Tho i) .rty now in po *or havo practically hold 
olllco for over olovon years. Thoir policy has 
been an indellnito ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At tho last gonoral 
election tho Opposition advocated reform in 
tho land laws of tho provinco, and havo boon 
able to mako some important chances. 

Tho privilego of allowing speculators and 
nonresidents to tako up largo tracts of laud 
haB been taken awny and tho lands aro now 
available for actual sottlers. 

By tho eirorts of tho Opposition tho absesi- 
mom of wild land has boen much improved; 
tho ad valorom principle of assessment accord- 
ing lo tho laud vnluu, is now Ihe law. 

Tlioro are two otaential matters yot to bo car- 
ried out in connection with tho encouraging of 
agriculture settlers. First, tho servoying of 
available lands! for such a |purpoao and giving 
tho necessary information by tho Lands and 
Works Dcpartmont; second, tho making of 
roads to such settlements, so that tho farmer 
may bo able to bring his produco to market- 
such a policy us this must bo adopted in ordor - 
to develop and encourage the farming industry 
of our I'rovinco. lly so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

The railway policy of tho Uovornmont haa 
not boen a businooB-liko ono. From tho time of 
t he grant given to tho Esqutmalt & Nanaimo 
Railway down to tho Nakusp & Blocandeal, 
tho lntcres s of tho Provinco and tho wolraro 
of t lie people havo not been well guarded, On 
tho ono hand a corporation rccelvci a largo 
subsidy and an immense tract of land, freo 
from taxation for ever ; on tho other, a privato 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full coat of tho road aa well as in- 
torest on tho samo for twenty-five yoard. Ono 
cannot but como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit of tho Province into disro- 
puto, 

Monopolies of any kind aro lo bo doplored; 
but monopolies backed by Govi rnmentaid and 
Bupport aro ofton the most diilioult to over- 
CO'' o. Govornmont aid to such an oxtont na 
has boon givon in tho instancoa referred to 
precludes other roads from being asslstoci or 
built. Ab an instance of this wo recognize tho 
diillculty tho British Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with tho Ksquinmlt, & Nanaimo Rail- 
way and Its oxiating rights. Thus by t ho action 
of tlio present Govornmont in tho pastil looks 
as if tho provinco woro at tho morov of ring- 
storsand monopolists who aro despoiling tho 
people of thoir heritage. 

I am opposo i to the executlvo using its power 
to mako largo appropriations ot money by 
Bpeeial warrant for loads, streets, brldgoa and 
public works, without first submitting such to 
tho loglplaturo. Such a course of action loada 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord w ith Lho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on imp ovemontsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. Tho latter 
impoBt presses doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in the in- 
terest and for tho advancement of tho province, 

Tho practice followod on tne ovo of a general 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by members of tho ejc culivo should 
bo condemned, as it is attempting to bribo tho 
electors with thoir own money. The indep ?Ld- 
ont electors should answer thia by sending men 
to the Legislature who will do their utmost to 
remove such ministers from powor. 

Duriug tho past four yoars legislation has 
been brought about, chiefly by the Opposition, 
in reforming tho School Law. The residents of 
tho cities have now greater powor over tho man- 
agement of their aohoola, and moro is yot desired 
in this particular. I shall uso my best endoav- 
ors to bring this about, bo that our schools may 
bo freo of nil political influences. 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Cliineso immigration and the employment of 
Chineso by any company si eking charters or 
grant* from the Legislature 1 have advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should bo in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to provont tho employment of thia class of 
labor. 

I also have advocated tho necot alty of em- 
ploying rea'donta of the Province instead of 
non-residontsorforeigneia in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts lut by tlio Government. 

It Is impo=siblo in an ndd-ess of this kind to 
touch on all questions nirecting the Provinco. 
I hopo, however, bofore long to havo the oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors in public 
meeting, at which timu I will refer to matters 
moro oxtonsively. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive In tho Local Legislature has been arcopt- 
able to you, I again seek your votes and sup- 
port.

Machinery Will Be Saved - 
TJ. S. S. "Grant" Visits 
Victoria. 



New Wkstminhteb, July 3,— (Spooial.)— 
The loas of the fine atoamer Irving on Satur- 
day created a sensation in Westminster. 
The steamer Rithet broko her shaft on 
Thursday last at Maria Slough, and the 
Irving, which was at Cat's Landing loading 
freight and cattle, made a Btop at the slough 
on tho down trip Saturday to bring tho diB- 
ablod vessel to port. The Btoamers were 
lashed togetlior and started down stream ; 
all went well until 2 o'clock, when opposite 
Farr'a Bluff tho curront Bwopt the heads of 
the vessels around, renderirg thorn unman- 
ageable. BoforJ anything cjuld bo dona to 
avoid diaaster the bow of the Irving 
crashed fair on tho rooky bluff. 
Tho force of the contact waa immenso and 
for a moment the crashing of tho timbera 
created a panicky feeling among those 
aboard, many of whom jumpod to tho Rithet 
Commodore Irving, who was at the whtel, 
promptly gave orders to cut away tho 
Rithot, feaiing that tho Irving miyht sink 
and draw the other veatel down. When re- 
leased, tho Rithet was carried down about 
60 yards and struck tho bluff, crubhing in 
her bowB below the water lino. Then she 
swung clear and fliatcd down stream some 
000 or 700 yards, whero she anchored. Tho 
Irving g it oleur at the samo time and waa 
f/rced down Btream in a sinking condition 
to a aand bar half a mile below. As ehe 
touched bottom her back broke, and sho still 
lies in tho same position, a completo wreck. 
The Transfer was iu Maria slough at tho 
timo und Boon after arrived on tho soeno. 
The cattlo and froight on board tho IrviDg 
were taken ashoro and forwarded to their 
destination by rail. The furniture was also 
removed from tho vessel, and when the 
wator in the river lowers it is expected moat 
of tho machinery will be saved. Tho Irving 
was built twelve years ago at u coat of 
$70,000, but can be replaced now at half 
that Bum. She was tho largest and moBt 
comfortable of the river steamers, and a 
great favorite with the travelling public. 
Thero was no insuranca on tho vessel. 

The steamer Rithot was tewed down from 
Maria Slough to-day by the steamer Mamie, 
and proceeded to Victoria a few hours later. 
She will be docked at Esquimalt. Her for- 
ward bulkhead waa made water-tight be- 
fore proceeding. Her contaot with the 
rocks oi Fair's Bluffdid nothing worse than 
crush in her bows. 

ox CO AVI DUTY. 

The U. S. S. Grant dropped anchor in the 
Inner harbor yesterday morning. She ia one 
of tho vessels especially designed for coast 
patrol, and was ordered out from tho New 
York coast for duty on Puget Sound. The 
Grant registers <4cQ tons displacement, is 
165 feet long, SB feet beam and 10 feot 
draught. She is a single scrow vessol, car- 
rying 4 guns and a complement of about ">0 
men. The Grant had a very interesting 
trip out to her new location, taking in on 
the way the Brazilian war, with a number of 
exciting incidents, and touching ac a n umber 
of ports on tho West Coast of South Amer- 
ica. AtCallaoahe fell in with the Royal 
Arthur and tho Hyacinth, and formed some 
pleasant aeouaintancos which can now be 
renewed. Bike the coast guard veasela of 
tho British lalea, tho Grant haa general or- 
ders to aeaiat in collecting navigation data, 
aid tho customs authorities, and porform 
similar duties. In addition to theeo will be 
the keeping of an elaborate coal report to 
be uaed 'in conneotion with the testa cow 
being mado of the products of the Pugot; 
• Sound mines as compared with those ot Van-; 
couver kland. The tesultB of tho chief en-! 
gineefs observation on theso coala up to 
date show them to bo very superior to any-: 
thing ionnd on the Sound. The following' 
is the Grant's official roster.

Mr. Davie Dissects ami Disposes 
of the Opposition Con- 
tentious. 



Messrs. Sciuliu and Other Adversar- 
ies Forced to Beat a Hasty 
Betreat. 

Salmon Arm, Juno '2.— (Special)— Tho 
publia meoting on Saturday at Riven'B hall, 
Kamloops, called by Mr. Davie, was a grand 
Buccesa. Mr. Slater presided. Ou moths 
of Mr. Mcintosh, eaconded by Mr. Fortune, 
three rousing chcora were piven for tho gov- 
ernment. 

Hon. Mr. B&vio spoke first, for an hour, 
domoliahing the publiriiod address of tho 
opposition candidate, which was directed 
largely against monopolies and capitalists. 
Mr. Davio showed that it was only by en- 
couraging capital 'that tho country could bo 
developed, but euch principle;) as aro 
advocated by the opposition frightened cap- 
ital away and brought on hard times, as no 
one would' invest. Ho showed that hard 
times were duo not only to the want of land 
but to the timidity of capital. In answer 
to tho opposition contontion thai tho gov-

THE OPPOSITION MEETING. 

Tho meeting in tho interests of tho Oppo 
sition held in Victoria Wost last evening 
appears to have been only remarkable for 
the number of glaringly falso statements 
contained in tho addresses of tho candi- 
dates, in the comfortable assurance that 
their untruthfulness could not be immedi- 
ately exposod, as no opportunity to speak 
was to bo afforded anyone favoring tho 
Government. Mr. Dutton, in seek- 
ing to uao as a weapon against Mr. 
Rithet the employment bo considerately 
found by him for a number of workingmen 
during tho distress of laat wintor, further 
misrepresented tho facts, and meanly cast a 
slur upon tho quality of the meal which Mr, 
Rithet generously provided for theworkmon 
He falsely statod Mr. Turner's position with 
regard to the Chinese in tho canneries ; and 
he libelled tho Lands and Works depart 
ment in tho allegation that dishonorable ad 
vantage is taken of information conveyed by 
intending pro-emptors. Dr. Milne, how 
ever, of whom aomething better might have 
been cxpectod, even more grossly violated 
the truth. Ignoring the finding of the 
Royal Commission, before which he had not 
the courage to go with any representations 
whatever, he juggled tho Nakusp & Slocan 
figures in the attempt to show that the plan 
now being carried out, and plainly proved 
to bo the cheaper, is in reality doarer than 
that for which it was so wisely sub- 
stituted. Ho represented the money 
spent in excess of the appropriations 
or roads, streets End bridges as recklessly 
squandered, while tliero is not any evidence 
whatever that a dollar of the amount was 
misapplied ; and he sought to create tho im- 
pif ssion that the House had no opportunity 
of pronouncing upon the expenditure, while 
the foot is that it was oxpresB'y sanctioned 
after the explanations made by the 
Government at the enBuing ses- 
sion. His most remarkable ubo of 
suppression of the truth, however, was in re- 
lation to the SGOO.000 loan, which he com- 
pared with the recent loan effected by 
the city ot Victoria without tho explanation 
which honesty and truth required, that in 
one case the interest offered was .3 per cent, 
and in tho other 4£ He seemingly trusted 
that hia audience would not bo sufficiently 
familiar with the details of float- 
ing loans to know that, both the 
borrowers being of sound reputation finan- 
cially, the rate of interest offered had every- 
thing to do with tho price obtained. By 
covert insinuation, so baseless that it is al- 
most f jolish to give it circulation, ho sought 
to create the impression that tho stock- 
broking house with which tho son of tho 
Agent General is connected had boon un- 
duly favored in tho handling of tho loans. 
When the Opposition speakers aro bold 
enough to so fligrantly violate tho truth on 
public platforms when no immediato reply 
is expeotod, what must bo tho nature of the 
statements they make in privato ? 

A FORGERY. 

The Opposition aro circulating through 
tho city a hand bill purporting to bo a " true 
copy of a letter sent to tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment requeating them to urge the 
Dominion Government to take oil tho head- 
tax on tho Chinese, Mr. Rithet at the samo 
time being one of tho promotora and a 
Trustee of tho Construction Company organ- 
ized to build tho road." Tho letter is 
not a true copy. The unprincipled 
scoundrel who drew up tho handbill had tho 
audacity to sign tho namo Bodwell & Irving 
to a garbled document which is not half tho 
original. Anyone who can read and under- 
stand plain English will aeo thaD in tho 
mutilated letter as published by tho Oppo- 
sition no request) is mado. Tho Provincial 
Government is not asked to do anything. 
Thero is not a word in tho lot- 
tor about urging tho Provincial 
Government to tako off tho Chinoso head 
tax. Mr. Rithet had no moro to do with 
that letter than Mr. Beuven or Dr. Milno. 

Tho handbill is an insult to tho intelli- 
gence of thoso to whom it is addressed. 
Neither of tho two matters spokon of in tho 
opening paragraph of tho loiter is as much 
ua alltidod to iu tho fragment whioh tho Op- 
positionists have nubliahod. Thoy are both 
in tho part of the lotter which is Buppreased. 
The namos Beaven, Milno, Cameron and 



Duttonareappendodtothisimpudent^forgcry. 
We expect to see a repudiation of the hand- 
bill from these candidates, who are supposed 
to be honest men. Their names are cer- 
tainly used to give the impression that tho 
hand-bill is printed not only with their 
sanotion but under thoir authority. 

NOBODY TO VOTE FOR. 

We are not surprised to find that "JiouRlit- 
ful and weli-dispoBod men of tho late Oppo- 
sition deplore tho want of good mon among 
thoBe who havo undertaken to lead tho Op- 
position to the proaent Government. Thoro 
is not among thoso lattor a single man of any 
experience in tho conduot of public affairs, 
or of ovon fair natural ability. Tho now 
mon havo repudiated tho Hon. Mr. Beaven, 
and to toll tho truth, he has givon evidouco 
that ho has outstayed his time in the politi- 
cal arona. Ab for Mr. !F. C. Cotton, 
it would bo tho merest folly to 
truBt him if his abilities were far 
greater than they appear to bo. 
Ab for tho other men who are 
ambitious to represent the people, not 
one of thorn has given ovidenco that ho haB 
any of tho qualities that an eminent public, 
man should poBsoas, and many of them havo 
shown vory dearly that so far from beiDg 
competent to lead, thoy are not fit intelli- 
gently and prudently to follow a loader, 
Lot any man of intelligence go over tho 
whole roll ol Opposition candidates, and ho 
will fiod that wo havo rather understated 
than overstated tho unploanant and unwel 
como truth. 

When enquiry is mado, it will bo found 
that tho sensible and experienced men 
even of tho Opposition havo no faith in 
tho persons who havo placed theniBolvea 
at tho head of thoir party. Thoy regard 
many of them as presumptuous blockheads 
and ignoramuaes whose ambition is very for 
indeed ahead of their ability. So far from 
feeling proud of thorn and being glad that 
an opportunity has boon afforded them to 
vote for them thoy feel humiliated to think 
that such men havo forcod thomsolves to tho 
froDt rank of their party, and they aro 
ashamed to admit that tho party feoling iB 
strong enough to prevail upon them to vote 
for thorn. If somo of tho Opposition candi 
dotes knew what tho men of their own party 
think of them and say about them they 
would not, if they had tho least spirit, feel 
proud that they aro candidates for legisla- 
tive honors. Yot it fa these men of whom 
many of . their own party are aehamod who 
prodiot that they aro going to sweep tho 
Province. They cannot beliovo what they 
say. They are not bo hopelessly stupid as 
not to bco how they arc regarded by the men 
of their own party and they are not so in- 
fatuated as to believe thot men who despiso 
them and have no faith in thom will cast 
their ballots for them on olection day.

GOING GOVERNMENT. 

Public Feclliiic at Nanaimo and Vicinity 
Very Pronounced. 

Mr. John Bryden, the government candi- 
date in North Nanaimo, returned to Vic- 
toria yesterday. In reply to a question as 
to how things were progreBcing in that sec- 
tion, Mr. Bryden expressed himself as well 
satisfied with tho situation. 

"In North Nanaimo," said he, "thoro 
are no difficulties whatever. Tho feeling 
generally, ia Btrougly in favor of tho gov- 
ernment, and the opinion of most people ia 
that if Mr. Smith saves his $200 ho will be 
very lucky indeed. In South Nanaimo, Dr. 
Walkem will g> in easily and I think tho 
same can ba Baid of Mr. McGregor, for 
Nanaimo city. In fact, bo strong ia tho 
feeling favoring tho paBt policy of tho gov- 
ernment in that section, that there can now 
bo no doubt of tho return of tho threo gov- 
ernment candidates. 

" We held a meeting at Northfield last 
night. I opened tho meeting on bohalf of 
tho government with a general review of the 
financial policy, pointed out the wioo ex- 
penditures that had been mado for schools, 
rouda and bridges. This waa followed with 
an outline of the manner in which various 
valuable railroad enterprises had been 
foatered, and a soriea of strong points made 
on the many progrosivo moasures intro- 
duced in the house by tho members of tho 
government. 

" Mr. Smith for tho opposition followed 
with a sweeping attack along the same old 
linos, and wound up by saying that the plat- 
form adopted by the government waa an ex- 
cellent one, and his only fear was 
that it would not be carried out. 
If it could bo tho government would 
r certainly be very great public benef jctorr, 
j Mr. Bioklo, government ; Mr. Keith, oppo- 
sition ; Capt. Dillon, government ; Mr. 
Tully Boyco, opposition, and Mr. Sharp, 
government, then followed with brief 
addresses to an audience which expressed 
with no uncertain sound its approbation of 
the points mado by tho government speakers. 

" I then closed, taking up tho platform 
plank by plank and dwelling on tho fact 
that the opposition themselves endorsed it 
ond could find nothing stronger to say than 
that it wub to bo feared that it could not be 
carried out. They had only tried to tako 
tho credit for whatever had been good in tho 
woik of tho government and had failed to 
make a singlo point aguinst it worth men 
Honing. 

" Thero can bo no doubt but that a pro- 
nounced government feeling prevails in 
Englishman's River, Wellington and North- 
field. Briifly summed up tho situation 
could not ba better."

Troops to Sail at Once for Korea. 

— A Bpecial to tho limes 
from Shanghai aays: Evidently beat upon 
obtaining supremacy in Korea, Japan con- 
tinues her wurliko preparationa on a large 
Bcalo. Sho haa summoned tho King of 
Koroa to relinquish Chineao auzorainty, to 
doclaro his independence, to accopt Japan- 
oao protection and to dismisa tho Chinese 
residents. Japan haa answered tho English 
and Russian overturea by tending .'5,000 
moro troops to Seoul. The Japanoao troops 
in Koroa now numbor 8,000.

BOARD OF TRADE COUNCIL. 

Tho Annual Reports Tako a Whole Day's 
Consideration— Fraser Itlvor Dyking. 

The counoil of tho Board of trado met 
yesterday forenoon, the principal businoas 
beforo them being tho consideration of tho 
annual reportB to bo proBOntc d ou Friday to 
tho annual goneral mooting of tho Board. 

D. Robson, seorotary of tho Fraser Valley 
relict committee, wroto enclosing the reso- 
lution passed at Westminster on Juno 12, 
to tho effect " that the Dominion govern- 
ment should uudortako tho establishing of 
a thorough and pormancnt system of dyk- 
ing, with such assistanco ob tho Provincial 
government may bo able to give." The 
resolution was endorBid, u copy to bo sont 
to tho city'a rcprot-eutativoa at Ottawa. 

A communication was recoivod from 
agent-general H. C Beeton, London, stat- 
ing that it having been brought to his at- 
tention in May that 7,500 cases of salmon 
then on paasago from San Francisco by ship 
Springburn had beon labelledas' Fraser river 
salmon" whereas tho fish wore caught and 
canned at Point Roberts in tho Stato of 
Washington, ho had officially represented to 
the English Customs Commissioner that the 
labelling waB contrary to tho merchandise 
mark act and detrimental to tho Fraser 
river salmon industry and usked that tho 
labels be removed from tho tinB beforo the 
gooda wero permitted to leavo tho docks. 

Tho action of tho agent general was en- 
dorsed and an acknowledgment ordered to 
be sent thanking him for his promptness 
and vigilanco 

Hon. J. H. Turner wro*e as followa in 
referenco to tho matter of dyking the Fruser 
lands: 

" I am pleased to bo able to inform you 
that tho government has already taken Bteps 
in connection with thiBbusinesa with a view 
to enlisting tho assistance of tho Dominion 
government in carrying out such dykiDg 
worka. But thia government ia quite per- 
saudod that no plan of dyking should bo at- 
tempted until a thoroughly exhaustive re- 
port on tho Bubjeot has been roooived from 
tho most skilled experts on tho subject of 
dyking similar lands. It is the intention of 
tho government to go into thia question in a 
careful but thorough manner. 

"(Signed) J. H. Turner" 

Tho letter was received and filed. 

W. S. Goro, deputy commissioner of 
lands ond worka, wroto in regard to F. W. 
Foster's letter of Juno 5, on tho subject of 
tho losa of Ashcroft bridge and to arrango 
for a forry. In both matters Dr. Foster's 
BuggoBtionB had beon anticipated by tho gov- 
ernment, ordors having been given June 4 
to construct a forry at onco.

(tho chairman) had known Mr. Bryden a 
great number of years, and all who worked 
under him knew him to bo affable, courteous, 
kind and just. His punctuality and high 
aeneo of duty were unexcelled. Tho chair- 
man declared that goneral and aincore re- 
gret was fcic at the fact of Mr. Bryden re- 
signing hia pnaition as manager of tho Wel- 
lington collieries. 

A short programmo whioh had been pro 
pared for the oooaaion waa thon entered 
upon, tho first number being an overture, 
" Rubicon," by the Wellington ailvor cornet 
band. Considering the Bhort time tho abovo 
organizktion haa been in existence, tho over- 
ture was given in a creditable and effectivo 
manner. 

"Must We Part?" was aung with ao 
much taato and feeling by Mra. Butler that 
aho had to respond to an enthusiastic en- 
core. Mr. Groavca' rendition of "Tho 
White Squall " waa admirable, and ho waB 
followed by the old-time Wellington favor- 
ite, M<*.

Vou will all, wo anBiiro you, bo long and 
pleasant, y remembered by your co-workora in 
Wellington. The EMPLOYES. 

Wellington, Juno 29.— Mr. Reid thon 
preaonted the address prepared by 
a committee of tho employes, en- 
graved and illuminated in the Colonist 
office, and oncaaed in a beautiful carved 
native oak frame, ulso an elegant (native) 
gold headed, gold mounted walking oano 
made from nacivo eboniz?d "yew wood," 
and a gold mounted umbrella (made of 
similar material to tho cane) to Mrs. Brydon, 

Mr. Bryden on rising to reply, said that 
on this occasion words failed him. He was 
unable to expreaa hia heartfelt thanks for 
the expressions of esteem. It was with 
groat regret that ho was leaving, but ho 
hoped to he amongst his Wellington friends 
occasionally to renew tho acquaintanceship 
that had been bo good and ao pleaBunt. 
He hoped that tho agroeablo and con- 
siderate relations which now exist between 
tho employer and employed hero would bo 
continued. If differences should ariao let 
them bo met and adjusted in a generous and 
friendly spirit. Ho olnceroly hoped that 
tho occurrence of discord and contention of 
four yeara ugo would novor bo repeatod. 
Bear and forbear, waa an excollont motto. 
Had the company been at that timo approach- 
ed in a proper and conciliatory spirit, ho folt 
suro tiiat no misunderstanding and Bubac- 
quont strifo would havo arisen.

Rock Creek, EiBt Yale, June 26.—

Tho joint political meeting in the school- 
hou80 resulted in a Burpriso in moro ways 
than one. Firstly, booause tho citizens 
of Nakusp were given a truo insight into 
the vory questionable tactics Mr, Brown is 
resorting to to carry tho election ; secondly, 
beciuso of the vaatly superior ability dis- 
played by Mr. Kollio in his presentation of 
tho government's policy, and tho tactical 
shrewdness exemplified in his handling of 
his opponent : and thirdly, beciuso of the 
undoubted feeling manifested by tho 
audionco in favor of Hon. Mr. Davio. 
Mr. Brown, rather than expatiato 
upon tho policy of tho opposition, descend, 
ed to peraonalitieB— a contemptible proceed- 
ing at any and all times. Hia insinuations 
that Mr. Kelliohad immediately profited by 
the expenditures on traits in thia district 
and his assertions that public monies had 
been recklessly frittered away, met withufiat 
contradiction and a challengo to proof. 
This Mr. Brown did not vouchsafe, nor 
could ho ; but, notwithstanding these de- 
tails from his opponent, tho opposition can- 
didate harped away thereon in a 
truly painful manner. Mr. Kellio dealt

The Candidates Address tho Kloctors at the 
Burgoyne Bay Bchoolhouse. 

A meeting of tho electors of North Vic 
toria was held last Friday at tho Burgoyne 
Bay Bohoolhouso, both Mr. J. P. Booth and 
Captain Robertson being on hand to voice 
their vjows of tho political situation. Tho 
captain first took the platform, advocating 
tho construction and further improvomont, 
of the roud.i throughout tho largor island 
of the district, und urging tho assistance of 
tho farmer by tho Government to u greater 
extent than in tho past, holding that the 
farmer does moro for tho upbuilding and sup- 
port of tho country than do tho railways, 
and ahould therefore recoivo ao much or 
more Government aid. His address waa in 
marked contrast to hill oatlior platform ut- 
terances during tho campaign, by roaeou of 
its moderation; it ia evident he has begun 
to approciato tho fact that nothing ie gained 
and muoh lost by the whoIeBalo denuncia- 
tion and maligning of opponents, hia first 
courso on entering the field. 

Mr. J. P. Booth roferred in opening, to 
the desirable change in his opponent's 
mothod of attack, and congratulated him 
upon having learned the value of modoration. 
Ho thon proceeded by cloar and forceful 
argument, baEod on tho aubatantial founda- 
tion of fact and common sonae, to show tho 
inconsistency of many of Captain Robert 
eou'a fine sounding theories, whose obvious 
intent was firBt and always to catch votes 
Ho thon proceeded to ahow what tho liberal 
polioy oi tho government had already 
aooomplisbed for the district and tho 
provinoo, und outlinod tho further advantage 
which might reasonably bo looked for from 
a oontinuanoo of thia broad and progcBsivo 
policy. 

Mr. Booth having resumed hia soat, 
amidst hearty applause, boiiio timo waa 
spent in tho annworing of questions and the 
meeting closed with tho customary votea of 
thanks to tho chair and tho speakers.

THE MINISTERIAL RECORD. 



One of Which They Have Reason to 
Feel Proud-Claims of Parties 
Contrasted. 



The Situation Would Be Critical Wer 
There Any Probability of Op- 
position Success. 

(From Lho Kamloopa Sentinol.) 

Thero are now but two partiea among tho 
oandidates, tho Ministerialists und tho 
Opposition, Tho mask of independence ia 
now usuleaa — any party clique or faction, 
however incongruous, ia welcomed, ao long 
as hope ia offered of the overthrow of the 
prcBent administration. Tho Ministerial 
party Appeal to tho electors on their record. 
During tho period of yoara in which they 
havo hold offico British Columbia has made 
moro substantial progress than over before. 
In the matter of railways tho Liberal policy 
of tho government has mado possible tho 
building of railways, which will help along 
tho development of tbo resources of tho pro- 
vince. During the lifo of this administration 
the annual expenditure on public works has 
beon moro than doubled, yet tho tuxes havo 
not been increasod. Undor tho preaent 
Minister of Financo tho credit of the prov- 
ince has been improved, until now it stands 
foremost among colonial securities. 

Tho opposition candidates in their election 
addreeBes, and members in tho houso, havo 
dealt only in gonoralitiea, They advocate 
economy, but offered no important amend- 
ments to tho estimatoa when undor discus- 
sion, nor havo pointod out whoro thoy would 
cut down, if elected to office. Tho opposi- 
tion havo roliod only on critiaism and fault- 
finding, and local or peraonal prejudices to 
catch votes. They ask tho electors to reject 
tho preaent government, whilo thoy havo 
nothing tangible to aubtb'tute in ita placo, 
which would likely prove of moro advantago 
to tho province. Wore there any proba- 
bility of tho opposition aucceeding in the 
campaign, the situation would bo 
a critical ono for tho province, 
Every olector by voting for tho Opposition 
candidates, Bays, in effect, that ho ia willing 
to place tho affairs of the province in this 
party, without a policy, without a momber 
capable of being a loader, and without mem- 
bers of ability sufficient to fill tho cabinet 
positions. Tho welfare of North Yalo and 
of the province will be maintained and for- 
warded by tho return of tho present gov- 
ernment and Mr. Martin, an independent 
Bupporter of the present government. Ho 
has always used his beat efforts in tho in- 
tereata of thia riding, and with ^ocd suc- 
cess, as the reaulta testify. Wo cannot see 
where city, riding, or province would havo 
anything to gain by tho election of Mr.ljMo- 
CutcheoD, tho Oppoeition candidate, but on 
the contrary much to loae in hia election.

The surveys wero not all in ono 
part of the country; tho surveys 
wero mado cot for tho British Pacitio but 
for the eottlera. That British Pacific waa a 
Horo aubjact with tho opposition, who wero 
carrying round a letter about tho railway 
with something about Chlneso in it. That 
letter had not boon entertained by tho gov- 
ernment, so there waa nothing in that 
Still tho opposition pretend that tho gov- 
ernment had really agreed to it. Ho had 
been told that Mr. Beaven had been pitohing 
into hia figures whilo ho waa away. It was 
really only a reiteration of what Mr. Boaven 
had before said, that the over expenditure 
was in aix years S'2,000,000. It waa in that 
period three-quartera of a million leas than 
Mr. Boaven stated, and waa for develop- 
ment work undertaken at the urgent request 
of the country. Mr. Turner then dealt with 
Mr. Buaven'a remarks on the publiu ac- 
counts. Mr. Beavon had mado hia own 
special report with tho objecb of deceiving 
tho house. Ho had only taken tho 
firsb half of tho fiscal your to 
show that thoro was a half million of ex- 
penditure over revenue That was half 
true. Mr. Boaven did not tell them that 
the largest part of the revenue, in fact three- 
quarters of it, camo in only in tho last half 
of tho year. During the first half of tho 
fiecvl year, too, tho expenditure is heaviest. 
Mr. Buaveu, if ho had not intended to do- 
ouive, should have showed that on January, 
there tvas in tho banks §3S0,000 to cover 
tho over-expenditure in the first half of tho 
year, and that thoro was $7*24,000 moro 
revenue to ooioo in, whilo only $482,000 had 
to be met in tho last half year. (Great 
applauflp ) As to Df Davio, it waa true ho 
got $;> 000, but ho wea not too well paid, 
(Applause ) He (Mr. Turner) had ad 
vised Mr. B m en to tako aotivo 
measures to put down tho Binallpox. 
Finally when tho peoplo roso in revolt 
against his shameful neglect it was urged on 
the government" by tho medical men to 
appoint, Dr. Davio aB health oliicor. Did 
they know who was tho first to objeot to 
Dr. Davie's appointment? It was Theodoro 
Dav><>, and he (Mr. Turner) had to ask him 
to sink personal feeling and allow hia brother 
to be placed in the position. Dr. Davio 
himseh did not want to tako it, aa it injured 
his private practice. However, the govorn 
mont did stay tho plague, (Applause ) It 
was a moan, contomptible thing to Bay Dr, 
Davie was overpaid ; he was not. As to 
Col. Baker's trip home tho $1,000 %vas only 
for tho time ho was working for tho Pro 
vince. Ab to the estimates, Mr. B:aven 
said tho estimates aro always wrong. 
Taking tho yoars 1 S00 — 3, the estimated 
revenue waa under what had been roceived 
it waB truo, but that waa not a very serious 
thing, and did not hurt tho provisos. 
(Applause.) It was easy to see how it 
arose. One year the attention of Hon, Mr. 
Rtbaon was called to tho fact that laud was 
high around Vancouver and though tho gov- 
ernment had nob calculated to sell it, they 
did, and got a very largo price for it. The 
result was they got §100,000 moro than tho 
cstima'es. (Applause ) If ho had not eold it 
simply to keep within his estimates he 
would have considered ho had robbed the 
country of that 3100,000 It would have 
beon posssble to keep the t xpondituro oven 
with the estimates, bat would it have been 
right, for examp'e, not co have helped tho 
peoplo on tho Mainland this year who were 
suffering from tho floodH, but to have wait- 
ed till next year's estimates wero rscdo out. 
(Hoar hear ) Ho would tell tho eltctora 
that if ho waa in the house ho would always 
vote for an expenditure if it was 
found to Id a wise one. (Applause.) 
Then the government had been charged 
with spending tho trust fundB. He would 
point out that tho appropriation by tho 
government of funds deposited on account 
of intestate estates ia a more matter of book- 
keeping. E\ch eatato is credited in a sepa- 
rate account with the moneys which are de- 
posited. There is nothing in the act Btating 
that these pums may not bo used by tho 
government. Tho praouco of depositing 
these funds in the bank along with the ordi- 
nary account current of the government had 
been adhered to ever since tho act came in- 
to existence. By referring to tho balance 
sheets of tho province during tho yoara Mr. 
Beavon waa in oflice, it was found :

Mr. Boaven was doing right enough but 
was now complaining of tho government do- 
ing tho very thing ho did himself. Tho 
thing had existed for years before tho pre- 
sent government had followed tho plan of 
putting this fund into the general revenue 
und octing aa tho banker of tho province 
The same thing waa dono with tho suitors' 
funds, the province allowing .'! per oent, in- 
terest on all the6e trust funds. But in esti- 
mating tho rovonue from all sources uny de- 
posits madn on account of theao funds are 
not included. In advising tho oleotors of 
Victoria West to voto for the government 
candidates, he folt euro the government 
would bo sustained. Now aB to a railway 
built through tho upper partof the provinco. 
Supposing even it were dono, how could 
that bo a detriment to the rest of tho prov- 
ince. If it did build up a city 
on tho iBland of 200,000, why it 
would benefit the whole of tho 
farmers in the Fraser valloy ae much an it 
did tho island, for it would givo them a 
market for their crops. (AppIaUie and 
cheers ) 

Mr. Rithot, tho next speaker, said it waB 
with great pleasuro that ho mot tho oleotora 
of Victoria NVeBt. Ho took this means of 
asking them for their votes, Ho had been 
twitted for not asking for votos personally 
but ho had replied that as he could not ace 
every ono personally ho would not go round 
and see just a fow. (Applause.) Ho cup- 
posed all had read the roport of tho meeting 
at Spring Ridge a fow nights ago. Somo 
hard things had been aaid then by tho oppo- 
sition against tho government. Thoy had 
beon accused of conniving with thoir Bup 
porters in tho houso and gotting them to 
vote aB puppets. That was an insult to tho 
peoplo of British Columbia ond a very un- 
becon ing insult coming from Hon. Mr. 
Boaven who hod done so little for this coun- 
try. (Applause ) That gentleman had taken 
credit for voting for tho parliament build- 
ings, but ho questioned whether Mr. Beaven 
if ho had been loader of the government 
would have takon tho responsibility and 
risk of bting turned out of oflico beoauso ho 
built thorn. (Cries oi "No.") Tho govern- 
ment, however, were not a'raid to do what 
thoy thought waa right. Ho had never 
known there waa ao much wickedness in tho 
Davio family as they woro told of that night 
at Spring Hidgo. Sinoo then ho had found 
that instead of tho D^vio family coating the 
country thoy had done groat servico to tho 
country, while Mr. Beaven had dono tho 
opposite. During the smallpox Mr. Bcuven 
had boon criminally neglectful of his duty na 
Mayor. Tho amount whioh Mr. Davio and 
hia government woro auppnBod to havo cost 
tho country then wua §1.'),000, whilo tho 
City of Victoria had to call upon tho peoplo 
for SCO, 000 to cover tho mismanagement 
of Mr. Boaven, Tho peoplo should have 
little difficulty in coming to tho conclusion 
whether (hey wanteds progressive govern- 
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draft a 
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ment or ono too timid to undortako worka 
for fear of risking their portfolios. (Ap- 
plause ) To Mr. Tumor waa duo thanks for 
hia trip to the Mainland and showing tho 
people thero wo over hero woro not the 
sjlfiah creatures wo woro depiated to bo by 
our enemies. Every action that oan bo 
takon to dispell tho sectional attitude of the 
opposition Bhould bo done. (Applause ) 
We wero all interested in British Columbia 
no matter whether ic was in developing 
Mainland or Mind. If honored ly tho 
auIiVages of tin electors of Victoria he 
would do all he cou'.d to dispell any seolionul 
feollog that may exist. (Applauao.) He 
wanted to see tho country sottled 
up by a giod, thrifty cUsb of farmers. 
It was a mistako in people flocking too 
much to tho city. Ho would rather bo a 
farmer on a small income than working 
for someone elso. (Applauao ) Thoy know 
he was an ndvocato for railway construc- 
tion. Ho had taken an interest in the 
British Pacific, Ho was to a certain 
amount tied up, and did not think it pru- 
dent to say anything as it might not turn 
out aa ho hoped at present it might, but 
they could tftko hie word for it that ho 
would, do all ho could to forward that or any 
other onterpriso having the good of the 
country aa a foundation. (Applauao.) 

A Voice — Will you take tho head tux off 
Chinamen 1 

Ho was glad to hear that question, bo- 
cause ho wanted to confirm what ho had 
suid at Spring Kidgo tho other night. Ho 
had been absent from the city for somo 
time boforo and afcor that letter waa 
written, knew nothing about it, nor 
did ho aeo it till it was published in 
the nowapapers. Turninc to educational 
matters, ho waa in favor of tho non-seotarian 
spstem at present in exiatonco, and hoped 
to seo ita present usefulness extended. 
(Groat applauBO, ) Ho would only say 
conclusion if they honored him with their 
voteB and he was returned ho would do all 
he could in the interests of Victoria and 
tho province generally. (Prolonged ap 
plause ) 

Mr, H. Dallas Helmckon had a rousing 
reception, and in opening said ho was highly 
flatterod at tho warm manner in which ho 
had beon received. Ho waa fully in accord 
with Mr. Rithet's words in regard to tho 
railway polioy of tho country. When 
he taw tho enthusiasm of Victoria 
West electors togethor with tho 
fact that already four govtrcmcnt 
members had boon returned by acclamation, 
it argued woll for tho elections. (Applause,) 
He supported tho samo policy as onunciatod 
by Mr. Turner and Mr. Rithot, and as to 
hiB views on other matters he would put be 
fore them what lie had already spoken about 
at other meetings. He referred briefly to 
his being in favor of tho compensation of 
workmen hurt in another's employ without 
having to go to expensivu legal proceedings 
It might look strange that as a lawyer he 
would want to tako away part of tho profits 
from himself, but he would tell them that ho 
waa of a family who thought moro of tho 
good they could do in a profession than tho 
profit they would mako out of it. (Cheering 
and applause. ) Then ho believed in only 
giving the landlord protection to a certain 
extent and not lottiug him havo an unfair 
advantago over other creditors of a tenant. 
As to tho Lien act brought into tho hnuse 
by tho somewhat celebrated Mr. Brown' it 
waa at, present pretty well unworkable. As 
regards that act he (Mr. Helmckeu), if elect- 
ed, woti-d make it hia first duty to put the 
act into proper Bhape. Ho would inolude 
loggers and all other workmen and mako 
the law so plain that a workmun would not 
havo to omploy a solicitor to tell him what 
it meant. The workmen would then get a 
chance to come out at tho right end. 

A Voice — How about you, Harry J 

Mr. Helmckon— I'll come out at tho right 
end, too. (Appluuao. ) 

Then in regard to the employes' three 
months wogea claim, thero wero casea whero 
tho employes woro not benefited und tho act 
should bo extended to apply so that no one 
Bhould bo dono out of their just wsgo. 
Ho favored a chango in the municipal act 
bo oa to equalizo more ptupeily tho assess- 
ment on property, and thought tho matter 
Bhould corns up in tho houso so as to got a 
proper Bystem of asaeBsment. no would 
again take tho occasion to ask them to voto 
for tho whole ticket and advise them to 
worlr ub if every Binglo voto was needed to 
win the election. It did not do to relax ef- 
fort as tho day of election approached. Tho 
only party that had taken the wholo and 
not part of tho province into its considera- 
tion wa8 the one that now reigned supreme 
(applauao) Reforring to tho labor bill, which 
acted vrith such huppy results tho other 
day, ho said that the government wished 
to legislato ao as to bring into closer com- 
munion tho employer and employed, tho 
rich and tho poor. Ho hoped they would 
come and hear thorn apeak in the Victoria 
theatro on Friday night, and ho felt euro 
that notwithstanding the sneers of tho oppo- 
s ; tion they would see the government re- 
turned. 

Mr. Holmcken wua very heartily applaud- 
ed when ho concluded. 

A Voice — What proapect is thero of open- 
ing the Indian reserve. 

Mr. Turner roplied that they had corres- 
pondence going on with tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment and ho thought tho result would bo 
sat iefactory. 

In reply to tho question whether ho fa- 
vored taking off tho poll tax from China- 
men, Hon. Mr. Turner said that neither ho 
nor uny of tho government would favor any 
ouch thing. What ho did object to waa 
that British Columbia only got a email part 
of that tax when eho should got at least 
three quarters of it. a 

Mr, Rithot was fully in accord with Mr. 
Turner. Ho was aB Btrong an opponent of 
unreotricted Chinese immigration aB any 
man in tho city, and ho did nob wanb his 
children to grow up in a country overrun 
with Chinese. (Applauso. ) Further, ho 
would oppoBo tho removal of tho tax on 
Chinamen during tho construction of the 
British Pacific or any other lino. (Tre- 
mendous chooriug and applauao. ) 

Mr. Helmokon waa olao against tho re- 
moval of tho tax, After a voto of thonks to 
tho chair tho mooting broke up amid grout 
enthusiasm.
